CRINSTADT, Nov. 9.—[Midnight.]—After 
@n all night battle between 7,000 still loyal 
troops and 3,000 mutinous sailors and ar- 
tillerymen, order has been partly restored. 

It is estimated that 200 men were killed 
outright. Many wounded are in the hospitals. 

Most of the mutineers have surrendered. 
although several hundred are still holding 
out in the eastern section of the town. They 
have thrown up barricades but are surround- 
ed and machine guns are posted at all the 
streets leading to their stronghold. It is 
expected that the remainder of the mutineers 
will submit in a few hours. 

The mutineers burned the, market and a 
group of other buildings. The fires are still 
glowing and light up the sky. 


How the Mutiny Began. 

The outbreak started Wednesday afternoon 
when the sailors of the “Seventh fort 
Equipage” ‘revolted, and, it is rumored, 
killed some of their officers. They marched 
out of the barracks and immediately plun- 
dered four spirit shops. 

Crazed with liquor they returned and 
seized their arms and then went on the 
rampage, firing promiscuously upon the 
troops and the loyal sailors. 

Later they were joined by a battalion of 
artillerymen from the fortress, which raised 
the total number of mutineers to 3,000, 

Several regiments of troops with light 
machine guns were brought from St. Peters- 
burg and Oranienbaum. They immediately 
attacked the mutineers, who had scattered 
all over the city to pillage shops and houses. 


Fighting Lasts All Night. 
The fighting between the —w and

the civilians, which had been widespread all 
night, increased. 

Shops and houses were hastily boarded up. 
Hundreds of the terror stricken inhabitants 
fied to the mainland by boats and steamers. 
As the day advanced mariy roughs joined in 
the pillage, but the workmen did not partici- 
pate in it. Many of the workmen and the 
civilian population have either filed or are 
trying to flee the city, and the docks are piled 
high with baggage and household effects. 


City Full of Troops. 
~ At this hour the city is full of reinforce- 
ment from St. Petersburg and others are still 
arriving. Order has been restored and there 
was no renewal of the trouble during the 
evening. 

Searchlights from warships and torpedo 
boats inthe harbor are flashing across the 
waters in order to aid launches in their search 
for individual mutineers who are trying to 
escape to the mainland by boat. 

The sailors say their chief grievances are 
poor food and clothing and an insufficient 
amount of liberty from barracks. 


TROOPS HURRIED TO CRONSTADT. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10, 2a. m.—The 
authorities have become so alarmed at the 
situation in Cronstadt that the Paul tegi- 
ment of the guard was dispatched to the 
island at 1 o’clock this (Friday) morning. 

The governor of Cronstadt telegraphed the 
general staff at midnight that the mutiny 
had been crushed, that there was no likeli- 
hood of any renewal of the revolt today, that 
reports to the effect that members of the 
guard had joined the mutineers were false, 
and that there was no truth in the reports 
that the mutineers had seized the arsenal 
and the forts, 

Mutinous Spirit Contagious. 

At this critical juncture there is no attempt 
made in government circles to minimize the 
seriousness of the mutiny, and it is admitted 
that if a battalion of artillerists joined the 
sailors in open revolt, the mutinous spirit 
must have been contagious. 

It is also admitted that, while the Cos- 
sacks and the, guards stood tne severe test 
of shooting upon their fellows in another 
branch of the service, there is a fear that 
the mutiny will have a bad effect upon the 
morale of the troops, which already has been 
badly shaken by the revolutionary propa- 
ganda. 

As soon as the news of the mutiny was re- 
éeived here the seventeenth and eighteenth 
equipages of sailors of the guard were locked 
in their barracks and the barracks were sur- 
rounded by Cossacks.. The sailors were furi- 
ous with rage and shouted from the windows 
that they were ready to join their mutinous 


comrades. 
City in a Furore. 

This city was in a furor of excitement all 
of yesterday and late into the night over the 
news of the mutiny of Cronstadt. Every one 
of the éxaggerated reports of the affair re- 
ceived credence in many quarters, and half 
the inhabitants of the capital believed that 
the mutiny was successful, that the troops 
sent from here had joined in the revolt, that 
the entire garrison of St. Petersburg would 
follow suit today, and that the town of 
Cronstadt had been burned to the ground, 
together with the surrounding forts. 

The place was represented as being in the 
hands of 8,000 sailors who had murdered their 
officers, seized the arsenal, and bombarded 
the imperial palace at Peterhof, across the 
bay. Butchery was said to have prevailed 
in the streets all during the day, and the ru- 
mors even ‘went to the extent of saying that 
Father John of Cronstadt had left the bed 
on which he was supposed to be dying to lead 
the mutineers. 

Many of these sensational reports were, 
of course, entirely false, but sufficient de-

THEN SAVED AS BY A MIRACLE 


In Water Filled ‘‘Dungeon’”’ He Listens 
for Fall of Counterweight.

anrials, Daniel Delaney, a shipping clerk for 

the Keeley Brewing company, appeared at 
his desk yesterday, safe and sound. 

He had been hurled by a misstep from the 
north abutment of the State street bascule 
bridge into a thirty-five-foot concrete lined 
pit that forms a part of the substructure, and 
had fought for almost an hour in impenetra- 
ble darkness against death by drowning or 
by being crushed by the great counterweight 
that all but fills the pit in its descent. 
Throughout it all he retained consciousness 
and he lives to tell the tale. 


Going to Work in Early Morning. 

Delaney is 40 years old and lives at 180 
Dearborn avenue. For thirteen years he has 
been employed in the brewing company’s 
shipping department at Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Twenty-eighth street. 
for work at 5 a. m. and had left his home an 
hour before that time on the morning of Nov. 
1. The blocking of vessels in the river at 
State street held the bascule bridge reared 
aloft for several minutes, 

Growing impatient, Delaney stepped under 
the street barrier and close to the abutment 
to see where the boats were. His action, in 
the darkness, was not noticed by the bridge 
tenders. No other pedestrian was on the 
spot at the time. Delaney, leaning over and 
looking down the river, took a misstep and 
was precipitated to the ledge nine feet below. 
from which he slid to the brink of the pit 
underneath the northwest approach of the 
bridge. The ledge first encountered was 


drippings from the bridge and Delaney was 
not stunned or severely bruised when he was 
shot down into the pool of’ water, rising to a 
height of almost six feet alongside the toun- 
terweight, which now rested on the floor of 
the pit, filling it save for a narrow corner 
into which the man had fallen. 


Almost in Despair. 


Immersed now in icy water almost: to his 
lips, Delaney heard the grinding and clank- 
ing of the machinery as the fifteen ton 
weight brushed slowly past him as it ascéena- 
ed to the place where it poised the structure.

Whistle Would Have Been His Doom. 

“TI can’t explain the horror of it,”’ he said. 
“I had been half dazed for a few moments 
by my fall and plunge into the water. but 
when I thought of the lowering of the 
weight I became acutely conscious. I shout- 
ed for help, but at the same time I felt it was 
of no use, as the closed bridge formed an 
almost solid roof for the walls of the pit 
which was my prison. 

“I could hear the footsteps of pedestrians 
and the hoofbeats of horses plainly; their 
echoes filled the place, but I knew they 
couldn't hear my shouts. 

“ Every moment I'd stop to listen for the 
sound of a boat whistle. I knew the bridge 
lifted often about that time, and I could not 
understand why it remained stationary so 
long. I knew the whistle would be the signal 
for my death.” 


. Hears His Cries for Help.

been lowered with Delaney in the pit, Patrick 
Cunningham, 41 South Water street, reached 
the structure and heard a distant cry for 
help. Believing some person had fallen in 
the river he notified Bridgetenders W. R. Hale 
and T. J. Ogle. The men searched about the 
surface of the stream, hearing the cries, but 
for a time unable to locate them. 

Finally the source of the sounds was deter- 
mined and the doors leading to the pit from 
underneath the structure were unlocked. 
Lanterns and ropes were lowered tothe man, 
who through cold and exhaustion was unable 
to aid himself. He was lifted to the street 
and two minutes later the pit again had been 


: filled by the masses of metal that had threat- 


ened him. Delaney was taken home and 
threats of pneumonia in addition to the 
nervous strain were indicated, but yesterday 
he appeared at work,.little.the.worse-for his 
experience. 

The added tinge of gray in the hair of 
Delaney was noted upon his return to work 
by féliow employés who had not been told 
of his experience. His right wrist is sprained 
and the nails and finger tips of both hands 
are torn where he clutched at the walls. 


One Previous Fatal Accident. 


Six weeks ago the body of a man badly 
crushed was taken from the pit underneath 
the west approach of the Randolph street 
bascule bridge. No means of identification 
was found, and the body was taken to the 
county morgue. It apparently had been hbe- 
neath the structure for days. Three weeks 
ago a pedestrian fell from the south ap- 
proach of the State street bridge, but clung 
to the ledge and was rescued by pedestrians 
who had seen the accident. His name was 
not obtained. 

Had Delaney been crushed by the counter- 
weight his body might have remained under- 
neath the structure for months, as the pit is 
examined infrequently.

LAYS A MURDER TO DOCTOR. 


Coroner Declares Oliver C. Haugh Killed 
Many Others Besides Parents and 
Brother, Found Burned to Death. 


Dayton, O., Nov. 9.—[{Special.] Dr. Walter 
Kline, coroner of Montgomery county, de- 
clared tonight that he believed Dr. Oliver 
Cc. Haugh the murderer of at least nine peo- 
ple. Haugh is in jail charged with the mur- 
der of his father, mother, and brother. The 
bodies were found in the ruins of their house, 
which was destroyed by fire. The coroner 
says Dr. Haugh used hyocine to kill his rela- 
tives and then set fire to the house. The 
coroner is now investigating the mysterious 
murder of a girl two years ago. He believes 
Haugh killed her with hyocine. Dr. Haugh 
paces his cell, apparently indifferent to the 
charge, and only intent on getting his allow- 
ance of fifteen grains of morphine each day.

Metropolitan President Says It 
‘Was Increased Against His 
Will, but He Earns It.

where he is now Mullaney hadn't any idea. 
Until recently Fields had paid him his wagea, 
which are $75 a month, together with the 
keep of himself and family. Lately he had 
been paid by Mr. Carpenter, a clerk in the 
Mutual's supply department. 


Gets $5,737 in Five Years. 
Mr. Hughes, counsel for the committee, in- 
troduced into the evidence seventeen or 
eighteen Mutual vouchers signed by Mullaney 


and March 15, 1905. These vouchers showed 
Mullaney had received from the Mutual] in 
the period $5,737. Only two of these vouch- 
ers” had been brought out before. Both. of. 
them showed Mullaney was paid for “ legal 
services and ” In-the batch of 
vouchers introduced there were not only sev- 
eral new ones for legal-services, but others 
for “sundries ”’ and traveling expenses. 

One voucher, dated Jan. 18, 1906, for “ trav- 
eling expenses” for $550, interested Mr. 
Hughes particularly. Mullaney said he had 
gone back and forth between Albany and 
New York for Fields a good many times. 
These trips were made on business for the 
Mutual. When Mr. Hughes began to ask 
for details the witness couldn't recall any- 
thing.’ He couldn't even remember when it 
was he made his last trip to New York for 
Fields. 

Acts as Fields’ Ticket Buyer. | 

James M. Beck, the Mutual’s counsel, inter- 
rupted while Mr. Hughes was examining the 
witness on this point to suggest that Mr. 
Hughes ask the witness whether or not he 
ever bought any railroad tickets for Fields. 
Mullaney had no misgivings on that point. 
He had bought tickets for Fields. The legis- 
lative supervisor used to tell him when he was 
going away and Mullaney used to run down 
to the station, buy the ticket, and have it all 
ready for Fields at the Mutual's house. 

Mullaney’s service to Fields.as a ticket 
buyer seemed to please Mr. Hughes. He re- 
marked to Mr. Beck that the suggestion was. 
a valuable one; then he proceeded to question 
Mullaney. The caretaker was not able to 
recall any details. He did remember, though, 
that Mr. Fields had not been in Albany last 


fall and he was there only during the sessions 


of the legislature. As the legislature con- 
vened Jan. 1 that left only twelve days in 
which Mullaney could have bought tickets 
for Fields, the vouchers being dated Jan. 18. 
Mr. Fields, the witness said, never paid him 
‘for the tickets at the time or gave him the 
money inadvance, It was all put ininalump 
when the time came for settlement. Mul- 
laney’s salary is $75 a month. 

Mullaney “ admitted ” he wasn't a hwyer, 
and so far as he knew he never rendered 
any legal services to the company. Those 
vouchers for legal services, he supposed, rep- 
resented the moneys paid for his wages and 
for *“‘ whatever he’’ had spent for Fields. 

A voucher for $2,621, signed by P. F. 
Dutcher, turned up. Mullaney testified 
that Dutcher was Fields’ brother-in-law and 
lived im Dobbs Ferry, Fields’ old home. Mr. 
Hughes wanted to know whether it wasn’t 
a fact that Fields formerly was in the Liv- 
ery stable business with Dutcher, but the 
witness said.he didn’t know.

1903, and 1904 his salary was. $75,000, addi- 
tions to this amount representing bonuses 
which the board of trustees had voluntarily 
voted to Hegeman. 

Hegeman said that, while his salary for 
1905 appeared on paper as $100,000, it actually 
was notthat amount. Hesaid that when the 
finance committee at the end of 1904 took up 
the question of salaries for 1905 it called him 
into consultation. He advised them to give 
other officers of the company all their “ gen- 
erosity would permit,” as the committee 
could not overpay them. As concerned his 
own salary, President Hegeman said he told 
the committee he would prefer to have it left 
at $90,000. 

Pay Raised Against His Will. 


“Twas satisfied and grateful and I didn’t 
want it raised,” said President Hegeman. 
“But that finance committee—it voted the 
increase.” 

“I didn’t want it increased,” he retterated. 
Then he added: “I have never drawn it and 
I don’t propose to draw it.” 

President Hegeman said he thought he had 
earned every penny of his salary. He had 
given twelve to sixteen hours to the com- 
pany almost every Gay since he became 
connected with it. In theold days he crossed 
on the ferry at 7 o’clock in the morning, he 
said, and returned from the office at mid- 
night. During the thirty-five years he had 
been connected with the company he had 
been away only six times and had missed 
only four meetings of the beard of directors. 

In the old days President Hegeman had to 
go out, he said, to borrow money when a 
death occurred among the company’s policy- 
holders—now there was a death among the 
Metropolitan’s policy holders every minute 
of every working day of the year. Hegeman 
said he believed he had stayed with the com-~ 
pany to his own pecuniary disadvantage. 

Denies Agents Are Coached. 

President Hegeman denied that Metropol- 
itan agents had been instructed to represent 
the company as practically a mutual institu- 
tion. Mr. Hughes read a circular sent out 
by Haley Fiske, the company’s vice presi- 
dent, in which it was stated that the Met- 
ropolitan was practically a mutual company 
managed in the interest of its policy holders. 
President Hegeman admitted his company 
had hired lawyers to oppose obnoxious legis~ 
lation in various states.

New York Life Gets Injunction. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 9.—The New York Life 
Insurance company, through its attorneys, 
F. N. Judson and Former Attorney Generai 
Crow, late this afternoon applied to United 
States Circuit Judge Adame for an injunc- 
tion to restrain State Insurance Supt. Van- 
diver from enforcing his order prohibiting 
the company from carrying on further busi- 
ness in Misseuri. 

The application was favorably passed upon 
by Judge Adams, who issued a restraining 
order directing William D. Vandiver, state 
s tendent’ of insurance, to appear be- 
fore’ the federal court in Jefferson City Nov. 
20 to show cause why he should not be pre- 
vented from enforcing his order, and order- 
ing that, pending the hearing Nov. 20, the 
superintendent's order be not enforced. The 
language of Judge Adams’ order is that “ no 
attempt in any manner be made to enforce 
the order.”’ 

The hearing at Jefferson City may be by 
any of the four Circuit court judges who 
have jurisdiction over the central district of 
Missouri, Adams, Vandevanter, Sanborn, or 
Hook. 

Lawyers to Fight Out Case. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 9.—Supt. W. D. 
Vandiver of the state insurance department, 
when informed by the Associated Press to- 
day that Judge Adams of the United States 
Circuit court at St. Louis had issued a tem- 
porary injunction restraining him from en- 
forcing his order suspending the license of 
the New York Life Insurance company to do 
business in this state, made the following 
statement: 

“1 do not care to exprese an opimion at this 
stage of the proceedings. The question is 
now in the court, and the lawyers will fight 
it out. This matter of misuse of funds has 
been going on for a long time, and I take the 
position. that the capital stock of the New 
York Life has been impaired to some extent, 
and that the continuance of the company 
to write new business is hazardous to the 
policy holders. I have done my duty in the 
matter.’’ 

Minnesota Next to Act. 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 9.—By direction of 
Gov. Johnson, State Insurance Commissioner 
O’Brien will start for New York tonight to 
investigate the insurance business of the 
New York Life and the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance companies. The report he will make to 
Gov. Johnson will be the basis for any future 
action the governor may take. Hundreds of 
proxies have been sent to Gov. Johnson by 
Minnesota policy holders in both.companies, 
and yesterday the Minnesota Traveling 
Men’s association turned over to him the 
proxies of every member of the association 
insured in either of the companies with a 
request that he take some action op their 


behalf.

MELE EXPLAINS CRASH. 


WAVE OF REFORM CARRIED HIM 
DOWN, OHIO GOVERNOR SAYS. 


Defeated Candidate for Re-election 
Issues Statement Deploring Break 
from Party Fealty and Expressing 
Fear for Effect Result of the State 
Election May Have on National 
Campaign — Other Republicans on 
State Ticket Believed Elected. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 9.—Gov. Herrick to- 
night issued a post election statement in 
which he gives a personal view of the rea- 
sons for his. defeat, deplores the break from 
party fealty, challenges the sincerity of the 
declared issues which swept his opponent 
into power, expresses a fear for the result 
which democratic victory in Ohio will have 
on the national campaign, and defends the 
policies of his administration. 

He admits that Pattison’s success was due 
to the wave of reform which swept the 
country, but insists that its application to 
the government of this state was mistaken 
and due to prejudice and umwarranted sus- 
picion. He. declares that one of the gravest 
dangers confronting the American people 
is the readiness to desert party principles 
for the individual, the panderer to sensa- 
tionalism, the demagogue, whose lust for 
power is hidden under a mask of insincerity. 
He says he is not ashamed of his actions 
during his tenure of office and that. had he 
been reélected he would have pursued the 
same course. 


Defends His Administration. 

In his statement the governor says: 

“The people of Ohio by a substantial plu- 
rality have defeated me for governor. I bow 
to their will, and trust that their welfare 
may be the only aim of the new administra- 
tion. 

“This overthrow of the republican party 
in Ohio was not caused by business depression 
or industrial ‘adversity any where in the state 
or nation; it was not caused by any misman- 
agement or corruption in the condition of the 
State government; it was not caused by any 
discontent on the part of the people with the 
record of achievements of the republican 
party in the administration of state affairs, 
during the last fourteen years. 

“ But despite all these things, the people of 
Ohio have been swept away from the moor- 
ings of truth by a wave of prejudice and sus- 
picton. Undoubtedly there is a healthy spirit 
of moral reform and a widespread insistence 
upon courage and honesty in public offices 
being manifested all over the land. That 
spirit has shown itself in the election of 
Jerome in New York, the triumph of Weaver 
in Philadelphia, and, earlier, the breaking 
down of party lines in Massachusetts, Min- 
nesota, amd Missouri. 

“This fact and these events made it easy 
to excite the suspicion, inflame the con- 
science, and misiead the impuise of the people 
of Ohio. 


Will Hurt National Campaign. 

“ Here in Ohio, in this campaign, and else- 
where in other political contests, we have 
had too many instances of that spirit which 
is ready to defame and destroy in order to 
profit by the noise. The democratic party 
is the immediate beneficiary in this state. 

“ What I said repeatedly in the campaign 
is borne out already by the aititude of that 
party since the election. Its leaders every- 
where are proclaiming my defeat as a demo- 
cratic victory. The attempt to give it na- 
tional significance is already apparent for 
attention is being called to the fact that the 
Brannock bill and Pool bill and the baseless 
charges of ‘ bossism ’ were lost sight of in 
the general impulse to strike down the re- 
publican party. 

“ The returns bear out this claim and this 
purpose on the part of the democratic lead- 
ers. They show that both extremists on the 
temperance question, the saloonist, and the 
anti-saloonist, whom I had displeased be- 
cause I declined to be controlied by either, 
voted against me at the polls. They show 
that the advocates of racetrack gambling 
contributed little to the result, and they show 
that in these communities, like Cleveland 
and Cincinnati, where ‘ bossism’ was the 
chief issue, the whole party went down to 
defeat.” 


Republicans Claim 


It looks tonight as if Gov. Herrick was the 
only candidate on the republican state ticket 
who was defeated in the election on Tuesday. 
In addition to this the republicans are claim- 
ing the election of a majority in both branches 
of the legisiature. 

Democratic State Chairman Garber still as- 
serts that his party will control both branches 
of the legislature. The margin will be so 
narrow, whichever party has the majority, 
that both republican and democratic state 
committees have sent instructions to chair- 
men of committees in close counties to pre- 
pare to contest. the election of assembiy-

Dr. Winfield 8. Hall Tells Delegates ss? 
American Academy Convention They 
Must Consider Others First. 


The importance of altruism in the medical 


session of the American Academy of Medi- 
cine convention, which opened yesterday in 
the assembly hall of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity building. In his address before the 
delegates Dr. Winfield 8S. Hall of Chicago 
said the welfare of others should be the 
dominating principle of physicians without 
thought of the pecuniary reward. 

“To be a useful and successful member of 
the profession,” said he, “‘one must sub- 
ordihate self to the welfare of his fellow 
men. Enduring fame in the profession can 
be won through altruism only.”’ 

The members of the convention strongly 
favored a preliminary literary course in col- 
lege as essential to the prea success of the 
physician. 

At the morning petition Dr. J. M. Dodson 
of the University of Chicago scored the state 
examining boards of physicians. He said 


were given largely by men who would admit 
that they themselves were unable to pass the 
requirements. 

The sessions will continue through today. 


PIONEER POSTMASTER IS DEAD. 


Gen. F. T. Sherman, Who Came to Chi- 
cago in 1834, Expires at His Resi- 
dence in Waukegan. 


Gen. F. T. Sherman, a Chicago pioneer, 
died yesterday at his residence in Wauke- 
kan, Ill., after a long iliness, on the day 
following the celebration of the fifty-fourth 
aniversary of his marriage to Miss Eleanor 
N. Vedder, who, with three children, sur- 
vives him. The children are Mrs. E. J. 
March, New York City; F. C. Sherman, 
Winnetka; and E. C. Sherman, Billings, 
Mont. 

He was born Dec, 31, "1825, at Newton,. 
Conn., and came to Chicago with his parents 
in April, 1834, when the town had about 
200 inhabitants. His father, F. C. Sherman, 
was elected mayor of Chicago in 1842 and in 
1862. In 1844 Gen. Sherman was appointed 
to a Glerkship in the Chicago postoflice. Aft- 
er the close of the civil war he was appointed 
postmaster by President Johnson, which po- 
sition he held until 1868. The free delivery 
system was established here when he was 
postmaster. He was elected to the legisla- 
ture in 1872. 

Subsequent to 1866 Mr. Sherman conducted 
a sugar plant near New Orleans, losing 
$25,000 in the venture. He was ruined finan- 
clally by the Chicago fire, but recovered 
his losses later, and in 1890 retired from 
active business life and moved to Waukegan. 
He was a member of Apollo commandery, 
K. T., and of the Loyal Legion. His father 
was the builder and owner of the original 
paerman house, in the early '60s. 

The funeral will be held next Sunday in 
Graceland chapel under the auspices of the 
Masons.

| NEW ACT BINDS ALDERMEN 


CHICAGO CHARTER PROHIBITS 
“ HOLDING OTHER OFFICES. 


Measure Also Provides That They 
Cannot Resign—Discovery of These 
Provisions by Corporation Counsel 
Lewis Causes a Flutter in City Hall, 
Where Ramor Spreads That Council 
Members, Elected to the Drainage 
Board, Cannot Accept Office.

Considerable thought has been expended 
on various features of the newly adopted 
Chicago charter act, which seem to create 
embarrassments in the city government. 
Corporation Counsel James Hamilton Lewis 
discovered yesterday that an alderman can- 
not resign and it has been pointed out that 
the new cuarter makes it impossible for a 
member of the city council to hold any other 
office. 

This dilemma caused a temporary flutter 
in the city hall, where it appeared that Ald. 
Eidmann and McCormick, having been elect- 
ed to the drainage board, could not resign 
as alderman and could not serve as drainage 
trustees without resigning. 


Resignation Not Necessary. 

Both probably will resign, but the necessity 
for their doing so does not seem to be ap- 
parent in the new charter act, as the city 
law department Will discover by reading the 
law. The act specifically exempts from is 
provisions ali the present c'ty officials dur- 
ing their present term of office. It does not 
interfere with the tenure of office of any offi- 
cer now in place and will be effective only 
for those elected after its. adoption. 

The first flutter in the mind of Mr. Lewis 
was over City Attorney Smulski, who, it was 
feared, had been cast out in the cold world 
by the adoption of the act. Then came the 
fear that the aldermen elected to the sani- 
tary district board could not serve because 
of the prohibition against an alderman hold- 
ing more than one office. 


Seek Municipal Court Places. 

Because of the high salaries offered by the 
new judicial positions created by. the mu- 
nicipal courts act, the candidates for po- 
sitions on this bench already are being men- 
tioned... The'men themselves have said noth- 
ing, but their friends have put forward their 
names. The election will not be held for a 
year, but the delegates, chosen as the result 
of the general spring primaries, will select 
the candidates, so that the mention of can- 
didates immediately on the heels of the 
adoption of the act is not se premature as 
it would seem, 

Among the men who are mentioned are 
some of the defeated democratic judicial 
candidates, who were on the ticket in Tues- 
day’s election, several members of the legis- 
lature,‘a number of lawyers, some mem- 
bers of the city council, and about every 
justice of the peace in the city. 


To vass Forest Law Returns. 

Judge Carter has announced that the offi- 
cial canvass of the votes will begin this 
morning at 9 o’clock. After the regular can- 
vass has been completed it is expected that

BUILDS A DAM ON SHORE; . 
TIPS IT INTO NIAGARA. 


Isham Randolph of Chicago Succeeds in 
Unique Engineering Feat Near the 
Falls. 


—_- ee 


*Niagara Falls, N. Y., Nov. 9.—[{Special. ]— 
The ‘concrete column built at the suggestion 
of Engineer Isham Randolph of Chicago by 
the commissioners of Victoria park on the 
Canadian side of the river, to be tipped over 
to form a dam in order to increase the 
depth of water in the water works intake, 
~— tipped over this afternoon quite success- 
fully. 

The column was fifty feet high and nearly 
eight feet square. It stood on a wooden 
trestle twenty feet above the ground level. 
Its weight was about 200 tons, and running 
through its center there is a steel chain that 
weighs 800 pounds, the object of this chain 
being to hold the six section in place after 
the column was tipped over. 

This is the first time a dam has been built 
after this fashion. The event was deemed 
so notable that the schools in Niagara Falls, 
Oni., were dismissed in order that the pupils 
might witness the sight, and hundreds of peo- 
ple gathered in the park where the column 
had been erected. 

Three jacks were set at work under the 
timbers of the trestle, and soon the crowd 
noticed that the column was inclining from 
its perpendicular position. 

It took some little time to jack the great 
shaft up, but almost unexpectedly it started 
to topple over, and it plunged into the river 
as the people shouted. 

Wooden wedges had been inserted in one 
side every eight feet-of the height of the 
codumm, and as it fell these wedges broke the 
mass into sections, which, as stated, are held 
fast by the chain. The center of the column 
rises,higher than the ends, but these parts 
are apt to settle down in time.

Moreover, 
the department of justice in collecting evi- 
dence for the prosecution of the packers, de- 
pended not only upon the information ob- 
tained from Mr. Garfield’s inquiry but from 
that turned in by agents of the department 
and secret service men.

they saw fit, and the directors, if they were 
men who shirked their trusts and made no 
careful examination of the affairs at the 
bank, would be none the wiser. 

“Therefore we have adopted a system of 
communicating with the individual directors 
of a bank when an examiner reported things 
which needed amendment. Under this 
echeme every letter which contains serious 
criticiam of a bank closes with a paragraph 
requesting each of the directors of the insté 
tution to sign a joint letter acknowledging 
the receipt of the specified communication 
from the controller and advising this office as 
to what steps are to be taken to correct the 


matters complained of. 


Awakening to Responsibilities. 

“As I say, we have only been trying this 
plan during the current year, but it has 
produced astonishing results in some cases. 
It has opened the eyes of many careless di- 
rectors, who have béén awakened to a sense 
of their responsibility in the management 
of a bank. It has been resented by some 


presidents and cashiers, but we feel that | 


no official who is acting honestly will object 
to having his directors given equal power 
with himself. and required to share his re- 
sponsibility, so far as supervision by the 
national government goes. 

“ As I have said,” concluded the controller, 
“the best results only can be secured by 
proper codperation between the officers, the 
directors, and the bank examiner himself. 
Few banks fail all of a sudden, incompetent 
management at first usually being followed 
by direct fraud. 

“ We generally have pending one or more 
cases where a bank is found to be in serious 
trouble, generally through bad manage- 
ment, which we are able to have corrected 
on the report of the examiner, and nearly 
all of these institutions come out all right 
in a comparatively short time. 


Co-operation Sadly Lacking. 
“They always do if the management is 
honest, of course, but the difficulty is that 
an incompetent manager may seek to con- 
ceal his mistakes. He can put forged notes 
into the bank, hold over canceled notes 
which appear in the bills receivable, and re- 
sort to similar devices which make it ex- 
tremely difficult for an examiner to discover, 
but which never could pass muster if the 
examiner could sit down with one or more 
independent and honest directors not in the 
confidence of. the dishonest official, who 
would go over the alleged collaterals, notes, 
and other assets of the bank and separate 
their actual from their nominal or forged 
we office of the controller of the cur- 
rency through its bank examiners is respon- 
sible for certain duties. and cannot excuse 
itself by putting the blame on directors. On 
the other hand, the directors of banks who 
accept their obligations and then allow the 
officers or a little coterie of directors to run 
the bank without their knowledge cannot 
escape the responsibility in case of loss by 

blaming things on the bank examiner. 
“There ™ be complete codperation be- 
tween each in dual director and the fed- 
eral officers to secure proper supervision, and 
whenever we get at that, as we are now en- 
deavyoring to do by writing about affairs to 
the directors themselves, we will cure nine- 
tenths of the evils of which the people now 

rightly complain in bank management.

REMAIN IN GOOD STANDING. 


Startling Avowal Made by Organizers 
at Meeting of Label League in North 


Side Turner Hal. 


Speakers at an organization meeting of the 
Twenty-first Ward Label league, held at the 
North Side Turner hall last evening, told of 
the loss of strength of organized labor and 
the growing disfavor with which outsiders 
view union organizations. When it was sug- 
gested that every union man demand to see 
a clerk’s union card before making a pur- 
chase it developed that there are only eleven 
union clerks in good standing in Chicago. 

“The Chicago Federation of Labor is not 
looked upon with the same regard that it was 
a few years ago, simiply because union men 
have not lived up to their principles,” said 
John C. Harding, organizer of the typograph- 
ical union, “ Unionism was never too pop- 
ular with the public in general for the same 
reagon. The only way to remedy this evil, 
which is constantly growing, is to get to- 
gether and boost the union label.’’ 

John J. Fitzpatrick, organizer for the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, declared that 
strikes were not so effective as in former 
years because of the strong organizations of 
employers. 

“The employers, through their organiza- 
tions, are ever ready to invite a strike by re- 
fusing our every demand, trusting in their 
strength to come out victorious in a fight. 
They have the money to carry on the fights 
and will do it,” said Fitzpatrick. “ The 
strike that will win now is the silent strike 
that we can carry on by purchasing only 
goods bearing the union labe!l.”’ 

D. F. Chittick of Englewood attributed the 
disintegration of the unions to the fact that 
there are “too many socialistic howlers in 
every organization.” When he admitted 
that he was a socialist, however, he wus

his father, King George of Greece, has re- 
cently been visiting Berlin, Vienna, Paris, 
and London, in which latter capital he has 
been for the last week. 

Prince Nicholas is married to Grand Duch- 
eas Helen of Russia, daughter of the Grand 
Duke Viadimir and sister of Grand Dukes 
Cyril and Boris. The, good will of the czar 
to the nomination is therefore already as- 
sured, while the recent stay of Prince Nicho- 
las and of his grand duchess at Constanti- 
nople, where they were overwhelmed with 
courtesies and attentions by the sultan, and 

to make great friends with him, 
would seem to indicate that he, too, in his 
capacity of suzerain, or sovereign, of Crete 
would welcome the ac@esion of Prince Nich~ 
olas to the viceroyalt} of the island. 

Prince George invariably treated the sul- 
tan with the most gross disrespect, and on 
three occasions passed on his yacht through 
the Dardanelles on his way to the Crimea, 
steaming within a stone’s throw of the sul- 
tan’s palace of the Yildiz Kiosque, under the 
windows of the Padishah, without..conde- 
seending to stop or even to allow the colors 
of the boat to be dipped. Yet Prince George, 
though nominated by the great powers, is 
the sultan’s viceroy of Crete, and is sup- 
posed to rule the island in his name.

Prince Nicholas is a sensible, quiet, good 
looking young fellow with none of the brus- 
querie, the arrogance, and i might almost 
say the Wrutality of his gigantic brother 
George, and, whereas the latter is a sailor 
by profession, Nicholas is a soldier and an 
artillerist. He is especially popular at Paris 
and in London, and is certain to prove a much 
more conciliatory ruler of Crete than George. 
The office carries with it a salary of $50,000 
a year, besides a number of allowances and 
prerogatives, and certainly offers a useful 
and conspicuous career to a prince who as a 
younger son of the king of Greece would 
otherwise be restricted to a life of relative 
uselessness and obscurity.

Let me add that the visit of Prince and 
Princess Nicholas to Constantinople was of 
immense and far reaching political impor- 
tance. Only a few years have elapsed since 
Greece and Turkey were engaged in war. The 
sultan has an immense Greek population sub- 
ject to his rule. Indeed, there are more 
Greeks in Turkey than in Greece itself, and 
they constitute far and away the wealthiest 
and most‘prosperous of the lieges of Abdul 
Hamid. There has always been a tendency 
on the part of the Turks to treat them with 
contempt and even indignity, especially since 
the recent war. The distinction with which 
the prince and princess of Greece were, how- 
ever, welcomed by the sultan is likely to 
change all this, and vastly to improve thelot 
of the Greeks in the Ottoman empire.

Although the duchess of Connaught has 
lived in India, it was merely in the rok of the 
wife of the general commanding the British 
troops in the presidency of Bombay, and 
when she returned later on to India with the 
duke at the time of the coronation durbar at 
Delhi, they were there more as tourists, and 
did not attempt to take the “ pas’”’ of the 
viceroy or even of his wife.

De Rohan Recital. -

tura soprano, who, although a Chicagoan by 
residence, had not been heard here before 
in a professional capacity. The program of- 
fered was composed of German lieder, of 
Prench and English songs, and of operatic | 
arias. 
course of the evening, and to the singer’s 
credit be it stated that her enunciation was 
so clear and clean that the text in every in- 
stance was easily understandabie. 

Miss De Rohan has been favored in many 


ways. Nature has given her much and she + 


has acquired considerable. That she aspires 
for the highest—it is known that she expects 
to become one of the principals at the Metro- 
politan in New York—is wholly to her credit. 
That she does not as yet attain to quite the 
required superiority is little reflection on the 
abilities already displayed, and it need not 
cause abandonment of the hopetoattain. It 
is only when judged by the highest standards 
that her work falls short, but it is only by 
satisfying these standards that the singer’s 
ambition can be realized. Work is what still 


is needed. Miss De Rohan doubtless is not |

Housing the Employes, 

‘Next to the sanitary problems the ques- 
tion of quarters for employés and food sup- 
ply was the most serious confrontng the 
United States. The commission inherited 
from the French company more thaa 2,100 
buildings, all in bad condifion. Durirg the 
last year 649 of them have been repaired, 
58 new buildings have been erected, asd 67 
are in course of. construction; two new 
hotels, three stories high and contaiting 
from fifty-five to sixty rooms each, mye 
been completed, and authority has tren 
granted: for eight others, a portion of which 
are under construction at the present 
Work is in progress also on cottages 
married employés and on bachelor quarters. 
In this work of construction 2,400 men ar 
employed, and additional carpenters are 
being sent out w... every steamer. 

The problem of food supply hasbeen met 
and sol¥ed. There was no food on the 
isthmus for the 12,000 laborers. All had to be 
imported. Steamers have been equipped 
with refrigerating plants, a cold storage 
plant has been provided at Colon, and re- 
frigerator cars have been placed on the rail- 
road. The commission is operating hotels, 
and all employés are furnished with an 
abundant supply of wholesome food, cooked 
and uncooked. The common laborers are 
being fed for 30 cents a day and the higher 
class emiployés for 90 cents a day. 

The next problem was to put the Panama 
railroad in condition to handle the work 
forced upon it. The railroad has been re- 
built and reéquipped with 120 new and 
powerful locomotives and larger cars for 
both freight and passenger traffic. The track 
has been relaid with heavy steel rails. New 
wharves, dock facilities, and terminal yards 
have been completed. The railroad is now 
managed by experienced, aggressive, up to 
date men, and is now in shape to handle 
all the traffic brought to it.

Preliminary Canal Work. 


So much for the auxiliary problems. Now 
to consider the preliminary work on the 
canal itself. Mr. Shonts treated of this 
branch of the subject at length.

“While all this necessary work was in, 
progress the task of purchasing, forward- 
ing, and distributing the enormous quanti- 
ty of materials and supplies of all kinds 
was receiving our constant and most careful 
attention.

Opposes Union Labor Rules. 

Mr. Shonts opposed the efforts of some or- 
ganized labor interests to burden canal work 
with restrictions applicable to labor in the 
United States but uncalled for on the isth- 
mus. He said: 

“In my opinion it is a mistake to handicap 
the construction of the Panama camal by any 
laws save those of police and saniiation. I 
want to go on record here that theapplica- 
tion of the eight hour law, of the eo 
labor law, of the Chinese exclusion act, or 
of any other law passed or to be passed by 
congress for the benefit of American labor at 
home, to labor on the isthmus, is @ serious 
error. Over 80 per cent of the emiployés of 
the canal will be aliens. A majority of the 
other 20 per cent employed will be in a cler- 
ical or supervisory capacity. The applica-° 
tion of those laws on the isthmus will benefit — 
an exceptionally small number of American — 
laborers, but will enormously add to the cost 
of construction, and American labor at home 
will have to pay its share of the conséquent 
increase in taxation.

HARD FIRES EXHAUST MEN 


EXPLOSIONS START FLAMES IN 
TWO PARTS OF CITY. 


After Fighting Serious Blaze in Fur~ 
miture Exhibition Building, Michi- 
gan Avenue, Department Is Called 
to Ravenswood, Where Tengwall 
Company’s Factory Is Burning— 
Structure and Nearby Houses De~ 
stroyed—Families Made Homeless, 


Explosions are declared to have started 
fires in two widely separated business 
houses yesterday. Extinguishing them 
taxed the department and left it in a com- 
paratively crippled condition. The rushing 
of men and horses, already tired by earlier 
exertions, to Ravenswood to fight the sec- 
ond serious blaze, left the poernpenta al- 
most exhausted. . 

The Tengwall File and Ledger company, 
Lawrence avenue and East Ravenswood 
Park, was the scene of the later and more 
disastrous blaze, two dwellings and the 
plant of the company being destroyed anda 
loss of $200,000 entailed. In the earlier fire, 
in the building of the Furniture Exhibition 
company, 1407-1413 Michigan avenue, six 
persons were slightly hurt and property 
valued at $50,000 destroyed. 

An explosion on the second floor of the 
Tengwall company is thought to have origi- 
nated the fire there. This started shortly 
after noon and in an hour had wrecked the 
three story building. The rapid spread of 
the flames caused many narrow escapes 
among employés who were working on the 
upper floors, but all escaped without injury. 
A high wind, which scattered burning paper 
and brands for many blocks, caused the fire 
to assume threatening proportions and Chief 
Campion sounded a general alarm summon- 
ing from the downtown engine houses many 
of the firemen who had just returned from 
the morning fire. 


Neighboring Buildings Attacked. 

Before the arrival of the additional engines 
the flames had reached across to the two 
story apartment house twelve feet south of 
the burning building. Before-the occupants 
had opportunity to remove their household 
goods, which had not been thought in jeop- 
ardy, the building almost was consumed. The 
intensity of the blaze alarmed other residents 
of the district, and a general rush to remove 
furniture and valuables was made. 

Brands already had ignited the building at 
2740 North Hermitage avenue, more thana 


block away, and the further spread of the 


fire was deemed probable. The arrival of the 
equipment and men summoned by the chief 
quickly brought the blaze under control and 
restored the confidence of the frightened res- 
idents. 

The building of the Tengwall company had 
been erected but three years and was valued 
at $50,000. The loss of machinery and stock 
on the three floors will exceed $125,000. In 
the building at 1404 Hast Ravenswood park 


four families resided. They escaped with only 
trinkets and a few articles of clothing. 

The loss to building and contents was $25,- 
000. The occupants were the families of Paul 
A. Boyington, Louis Skinner, Alexander Hen- 
derson, and Mrs. Roberta Henderson. At the 
house of Morris Lang, 2740 North Hermitage 
avenue, a loss of $2,000 was suffered. The 
building of the Tengwall company is owned 
by W. C. Abbott, whois president of the com- 
pany. 

Furniture Exhibition Fire. 

An explosion in the basement of the Fur- 
niture Exhibition building shortly before 9 
a. m. caused much excitement among the 
many persons employed in the structure. 
From the third and fourth floors scores of 
young women rushed to the fire escapes 
and clambered to the street. Others who had 
run .to the stairway fainted and were 
trampled under foot by frightened compan- 
ions. 

The explosion and flight of the occupants 
caused much excitement about the street, 
and the crowds who pressed about the en- 
trance hampered the efforts of the firemen, 

The Injured. 

Dougherty, Philip, engineer of building; burned by 
expiosion. 

Gordon, Philip, fireman of building; burned by ex- 
plosion. 

Hermann, David, shipping clerk; slightly burned.

The exact nature of the explosion could not 
be learned by the police, but it ia believed 
that leakage from a gasoline tank in the 
alley ten feet from the building line per- 
colated into the engine room and the gases 
became ignited. The entire floor, almost 180 
feet long, was lifted by the force of the ex- 
plosion. Mrs. Meyers was struck by wood- 
work loosened. by the explosion while she 
was passing through the aver in the rear 
of the building. 

The exhibits . of heainine stored in the 
building by the many firms interested in the 
company were damaged slightly. The stock 
of the Oliver Furniture company of Lock- 
port, N. Y., which had been stored in the 
basement, suffered a loss of $15,000. Other 
firms lost $10,000 and the damage to the 
building is $12,000

RISE IN WIVES DEFENGE, 


FLAT JANITORS DEMAND CHANGE 
IN THEIR CONTHACTS. 


Oppesed to Clause Which Requires 
Their Better Halves to Be Ready at 
All Times to Assist in Work When 
Called On to Do So—Fight on Mad- 
den to Be Made in American Feder- 
ation of Labor Convention to Be 
Held in Pittsburg Next Week. 


Flat janitors insist that mention of their 
wives be omitted from future contracts to be 
made with the real estate board. A clause 
in the contracts under which the janitors 
have been working for the last three years 
provides “‘ that his’ wife shall at all times be 
ready to assist him when called upon to do 
so.” 

“A man’s wife is too sdcred a person to 
be made a party to a business contract and 
the flat janitors will not permit any such 
clause to enter into our new contracts,’’ said 


Secretary John J. Hanigan of the Amalga- 


mated Flat Janitors’ union yesterday. 
Praises Culture of Janitors. 

“The average janitor,” Mr. Hanigan con- 
tinued, ‘* is superior in education, in intellect, 
and in culture to the occupants of most of 
the pretentious apartment houses in the 
boulevards. The public does not imagine 
the troubles the janitor is needlessly put to. 
Some women call him into the house to assist 
in the housework, and, if he would permit 
it; would force him to take care of the baby 
‘while she goes downtown to shop.” 

‘Khe janitor’s organization has drawn up 
a contract which will be presented to the 
réal ‘estate board at its next meeting. It 
demands 10 per cent increase in wages for 
janitors employed in apartment houses of 
seven rooms or less. The “ wife” 
omitted. 

Will Try to Unseat Madden. 

Delegates to the convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which will convene 
in Pittsburg on Monday, expect that the 
first question that will demand their atten- 
tion is that of the unseating of ‘‘ Skinny ” 
Madden from the local central body. The 
Junior Steam Fitters’ union, of which Mad- 
den is business agent, is not affiliated with 
the national body; and therefore is not en- 
titled to representation in the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, say the complainants 
against Madden. It is believed that Mad- 
den’s waning power in Chicago labor circles 
will vanish in thin air i: President Gompers 
decides that he is not entitled to a seat in 
the national federation. 

Warrants for Garment Makers. 

Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies swore 
out fifteen warrants against Opoznaur & Lip- 
man, women’s garment makers, charging ir- 
regularities in the employment of girls whose 
ages range from 14 to 16 years. Davies said 
the firm employed fourteen girls and-.one 
boy in a factory at 212 Market street, and 
worked them more than eight hours a day, in 
violation of the state factory laws.

BRIDGE TOLL DEBATE FUTILE. 


Eastern Lines Unable to Reach Agree- 
ment with St. Louis Terminal Asso- 
ciation’s Executive Committee. 


After an all day session yesterday tn the 
rooms of the Central Freight association the 
representatives of the eastern lines and the 
executive committee of the St. Louis Ter- 
minal association were unable to reach an 
agreement as to the abolition of the bridge 
arbitraries between East St. Louis and Gran- 
ite City and St. Louis. They will meet today 
in St. Louis, when there will also be a con- 
ference with the muncipal commission, ap- 
pointed by Mayor Wells. 

Propositions were made to reduce the ter- 
minal charges by 2, 50, and 75 per cent on 
various classes of merchandise, and there 
was also a proposition submitted to reduce 
the bridge tolls on passenger business, but 
the point was raised, as it always has been 
at these discussions, which have been going 
on for years, that the railroads are at the 
mercy of the St. Louis Terminal and Union 
Station company, and of the Merchants and 
ads Bridge companies, which are under 
the same controL 

In answer to a proposition that no bridge 
toll be charged on freight originating in East 
St. Louis, which passes through St. Louis, 
destined to points south and west, the rail- 
roads asserted that practically no freight 
originates in East St. Louis which passes 
through St. Louls, because the St. Louis ter- 
minal lines do not have termini in East St.

London Praises Hill Policy. 


The London Statist in its issue of Oct. 28 
places before its readers the policy of James 
J. Hill in conducting a great railway system 
for the mutual benefit of shippers and share- 
holders in the following language: 

“ The report of the Great Northern railway 
company. just to hand shows in a striking 
manner the policy which that company has 
followed in the last twenty-five years to the 
immense advantage of the states it serves. 
In 1881 the average freight rate obtained by 
the Great Northern was 2.88 cents, while for 
the year ended June 30, 1905, the average 
was only 0.792 cent. This enormous re- 
duction in rates means that for the 
last year the company received a rev- 
enue of $33,000,000, whereas had it 
maintained the rate it received in 1881, its 
freight revenue would have been $120,000,000. 
Therefore shippers have not only gained the 
advantage arising from the provision of ade- 
quate transport facilities, but the community 
has gained $87,000,000 by the reduction in 
rates. In other words, not less tuan nine- 
tenths of the advantage from the enormous 
growth of traffic and the increased skill and 
economy with which it was handled was de- 
rived by the people of the United States and 
not by the railway company and its stock- 
holders. Against the growth of $31,000,000 
in the gross earnings of the company, there 
has to be placed the large increase in expenses 
caused by the immense expansion in the traf- 
fic, which left but a relatively small gain in 
net earnings in proportion to the growth 
of traffic. The advantage of $87,000,000 saved 
to the community by tne Great Northern’s 
reduced rates was net gain. Comparison such 
as that made by Mr. Hill in the Great North- 
ern report must fill the traders of this country 
with envy. 

‘*In Great Britain, where there has also 
been a great growth in the density of traffic, 
and in low class as well as in high class 
freight, there have been practically no reduc- 
tions in rates in the last twenty-five years, 
notwithstanding the fact that our railroads 
are much more subject to government con- 
trol in the matter of rates than are Amer- 
ican railways.” 

Pig Iron Market. 


In their weekly.market report on pig iron 
conditions, Rogers, Brown & Co. say, among 
other things: 

“The pig iron market continues firm, with 
prices advancing in spite of che honest efforts 
on the part of the majority cf sellers to pre- 
vent a runaway market. Heavy orders are 
being placed by the larger interests of the 
country, who were thought tc have covered 
their wants some time ago fairly well into 
the future. Such buying is not of the specu- 
lative character, as in many cases the buy- 
ing may be traced by the general public 
back to orders placed for the manufactured 
goods.

of the Illinois Tunnel company. 

The majority owners of the $40,000,000 of 
the subway stock let it be known they were 
much displeased over Mr. Wheeler’s bull 
campaign in subway shares.
